SOUTH BAY--The South Bay 
City Commissioners met in a short 
workshop meeting Monday night 
described by Mayor Donald 
Tanner as "very constructive." 

^ Tanner noted that no formal 
actions can be taken at workshop 
meetings but by meeting togeth- 
er, the commissioners can iron out 
Some matters before going into 
their formal sessions. 

Lomax Harrelle, publie works 
director, told the commission he 
felt the automatic filter controls at 
the water plant should be fixed. 
He said city crews at the present 
time have no idea when the filters 
Should be flushed and much 
treated water is wasted іп 
flushing them unnecessarily. 


He said the new water plant 
addition will relieve pressure on 
the plant, which was designed to 
operate at 500,000 gallons per day 
and is now operating at 650,000. 
With the addition, the daily 
capacity will be raised to 1,200,000 
gallons. 

Harrelle said the repairs to the 
filters would cost around $20,000. 

A.R. Grigsby, city finance 
director in charge of personnel, 
said he was hopeful funds could be 
allocated for this purpose through 
a federal grant he is presently 
working on. 

Commissioner Jay Smith said 
he had noticed an improvement in 
water taste and quality and 
Tanner said he would like to see 
the plans on the plant inspection. 
Grigsby said the commission 


would be shown them. 

Commissioner Vernita Cox said 
she had been toid by a citizen that 
his drivewav was damaged durin, 
sewer line construction ат 
Harrelle said he would fix it. 

Mrs. Cox also said she would 
like to see the commission return 
to the old system in which each 
CÜmmissioner was given a 
department to head.

There 
are many methods of protecting 
your plants and most of these 
methods require very little effort 
on your part. 

If you have container plants the 
easiest way to protect these when 
low temperatures are expected is 
to take them indoors if they are 
outside or place them under the 
protection of larger trees or on 
the south side of buildings. 

It is also а good idea to 
thoroughly water your plants 


prior to their experiencing low— 


temperatures. This will help them 
to withstarid temperatures better 
and result.in less damage. 

If the plants are in the ground 
and cannot be moved indoors, 
there are ways of protecting these 
so that they experience very little 
damage.

If the plant-is small you might 
even consider placing a protective 
covering over it to help further 
reduce age. When selecting 
protective coverings make sure 
that you do not use metal since 
metal is a very excellent 
conductor of cold and heat. Also, 
the material used should not come 
into contact with the plant. If it 
does contact the plant heat will 
radiate from this point of contact 
very rapidly and you will lose 
much of the benefits of cold 
protection. 

„И your plants are mulched 
sometimes it is a good idea to pull 
the eh back away from the 
plant sd that this will allow heat 
trapped in the soil to radiate out 
and protect the plant. 

If the cold front is going to last 
more than a day, make sure that 
protective coverings over your 
plants are removed during the 
daytime; otherwise they may heat 
up excessivel$ and injure your 
plant. 

For lawns and other areas you 
should sprinkle very thoroughly 
the day before the cold front and 
if temperatures get down close to 
freezing it is a good idea to set

When, in spite of all your 
precautions, you do have injüry 
occurring to your plants, it is a 
good idea to wait. awhile and give 
the plant time to recover 
somewhat before pruning out the 
dead or injured areas. 

With many types of plants it is 
difficult to tell how bad]: they 
have been damaged until some 
weeks afterwards. Many times a 
seemingly dead branch, with the 
return of warmer weather, will 
Start to sprout out new growth. 

Branches that are injured 
should be pruned down slightly 
below the dead area when you are 
sure they are dead. Make sure 
that the final cut is in good, 
healthy tissue and then the cut 
should always be sealed with a 
pruning compound which is 


available from local garden stores. 

Many times freezing weather 
will kill small succulent plants 
back to almost ground level and it 
becomes necessary to prune these 
very severely and allow. a new top 
to regrow.

Washington himself made an 
impassioned plea yesterday before 
several regiments. 

^My.brave fellows,” said the 
commander in chief. “You have 
done all that I asked you to do and 
more than could be reasonably 
expected. But your country is at 
stake: your wives, your houses 
and all that you hold dear. 

"You have worn yourselves out 
with fatigues and hardships. But 
we know not how to spare you," 
Gen Washington declared with 
visible emotion; The ragged and 
weary men who heard him 
decided to re-enlist and attempt to 
drive the British from New 
Jersey. 

I could see the sentiments 
written on the face of my collegue 
Ellis as we stood in the snow, 
motionless except for coat tails 
flapping in the wind, listening to 
the Gen'l. 

"We have seen a great man hold 
together a great cause here 
today," my partner later observ- 
ed. "These men will fight and 
win," he declared. 

( І agree. Indeed, we have seen 
many men grow in stature over 
the past two years. I have been 
thinking of them as we huddle 
around one of the scores of camp 
fires on this lonely hill tonight. 

There is, first of all, Gen'l 
Washington himself. Age 45, a

most desperate hour. 

Then there's Benjamin Franklin 
of Philadelphia who'll be 71 years 
of age next month. He's now in 
France as a representative of the 
Congress, attempting to obtain 
supplies, ships and military aid for 
the cause. 

Despite his sorrow at the Tory 
sympathies of his son, William, 
former royal governor of New 
Jersey, Franklin has given us the 
last full measure of his wisdom 
and his evergies. The break 
between father and son is deep 
and it must "hurt. Ben has 
William's own son, Temple, with 
him in France, but he has not 
lifted a finger to release the 
ex-governor how іп jail іп 
Connecticut. 

I think of John Adams, 41, 
waspish and sometimes rash, now 
at home in Braintree,’ Mass., 
exhausted, after so many months 
Qf service to the Congress at 
Philadelphia.

It is John's second cousin, 
Samuel, 54 years old an? shaking 
with palsy, who more that any 
othet man broke us free from the 
crown of England. Yet Samuel 
has not*a gréedy ог selfish bone in 
his body. Куеп his wealthy 
political protege, John Hancock, a 
vain and. petulant man still 
burning from the blow to his pride 
when the  Adamses backed 

[Washington instead of himself as 
commander in chief, serves well as 
president of the Congress. 

I think of that former druggist 
from New Haven, Benedict 
Arnold, who led an-epic march to 
Quebec through’ the wilds of 
Maine and who stopped the 
British invasion from Canada only 
two months ago. I think of 
Richard Montgomery, killed at 
Quebec and the fine young doctor, 
Joseph Warren, a patriot leader 
who died fighting as an ordinary 
soldier at Bunker's Hill. 

Most of all, I think of the 
bearded and ragged soldier sitting 
across from me here-a farmer 
with no training, no decent 
footwear, little food. 

He will fight and win this war.
